Three” Will Supreme in e 
Newly Organized Concern—Share for 
Chicago Banks. 


La Balle street ex the conviction 
yesterday that the much talked of com- 
bination of packing companies was assured. 
While no details were made public, imptr- 
‘tant Interests declared that the deal was a 
go. It was hinted that a satisfctory under- 
standing had been reached on Wednesday 
with Schwartzgschild & Sulzberger, by which 
the firm reduced the price at which it would 
sell to the combination. 


Meeting at First National. 
A meeting was held in the afternoon in the 
First National building, attended by repre- 
sentatives of all the big beef interests. A 


report is out that this meeting agreed on 


Sept. 27 as the day for the great merger. 
Calls for a final meeting of the packers will 
be issued, it is said, next Monday. 

The market for Swift & Co. stock indi- 
cated a favorable turn in negotiations, for 
the shares advanced from an opening of 156 
to 165, closing at the top. The buying in 
Chicago amounted to 1,135 shares and was 
for people familiar with the plans of the 
promoters of the deal. Buying in Boston 
Was good also, 


Big Three Will Be Supreme. 

So far as could be learned, details of the 
combination have not yet been worked out. 
Swift & Co., Armour & Co., and Nelson Mor- 
ris are credited with being the three firms 
which will control the combination. Without 
mentioning amounts, it can be said that a 
great many millions of dollars have recently 
been borrowed by persons identified with 
these interests, the money to be used in the 
purchase of plants which will cease to be 
factors in the completed deal. 

It is understood to be the present intention 
not to seek to raise a vast amount of capital 
from ousiders. According to street infor- 
mation *Armour, Swift, and Nelson Morris 
will take stock in the new company in pay- 
ment for their properties. Meanwhile the 
three firms and individuals will, by con- 
trolling the corporatidn, make the big profits. 


Share for Chicago Banks.

Two Men Prefer Plunge Into Stream to 
Arrest—Three Others Captured After 
a Chase. 


In trying to escape arrest two negro dice 
players on the docks at the Rush street 
bridge jumped into’ the river and swam 
across it yesterday afternoon.

FRANKFORT-ON-ODER, Sept. 11.—Maj. 
Gen. Young and Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
with Emperor William, led a charge of 9,000 
cavalry against the army of the blue this 
morning. 

The charge was one of the most spectacu- 
lar ever witnessed In German military ma- 
heuvers. _ From a tactical standpoint it was 
& success, the cavalry capturing thirty guns 
and 2,000 infantrymen. 

The American generals wore their blue fa- 
tigue uniforms and were superbly mounted. 
The kaiser rode a white Arab horse. 


Head Garde du Corps. 

The emperor and the two American generals 
were at the head of the famous garde du 
corps, the kaiser’s bodyguard. Following 
came 9,000 lancers, culrassiers, and dragoons. 
The entire force was commanded by the em- 
peror in person. 

The cavalry started at daylight, made a 
twelve mile curve, and at 8:30 o'clock swept 
over the rolling meadows and upon the en- 
emy'’s forces, which had been theoretically 
disorganized by a heavy infantry attack. 

The 9,000 cavalrymen made @ frontage of a 
mile and a ha)”, and in the sunlight over the 
open country they rushed at a hard gallop 
upon the artillery and infantry, which did 
not cease firing until the —— were near 
at hand. 

- Dash Into Infantry Lines. 

When the cavalry were within 100 yards 
the infantry quickly formed into close pla- 
toon groups, which the horsemen broke up, 
galloping between the groups and the guns. 
Several horses fell dead. 

The emperor, mounted on a white Arab 
horse, directed the movements, and at the 
finish galloped ahead as recklessly as any 
trooper. The empress was present on horse- 
back. 

Maj. Gen. Corbin and Lieut. Col. John A. 
Johnston, Barl Roberts, and other foreign 
guests were on.a. hill, around which the 
charge was made. Gen. Corbin said it was 
the finest military spectacle he ever saw.

but He Lost at Races, so He Fled 
with His Family. . . 


After being a fugitive for two weeks, 
Charles Francis Sidney Colomb has been ar- 
rested at the Lefiox hotel in Buffalo, N. Y., 
by a representative of the Mooney & Boland 
detective agency: of this city... He was 
brought back yesterday to answer to the 
charge of. embezzling $5,000 from Woolley & 
Co. of 212 Mofroe street, whose trusted em- 
ployé he was. Calomb confessed to having

Colomb entered the employ of Mason & 
Hanson, 220 Monroe street, five years ago a5 
an office boy. He was a bright lad, 15 years 
of age, and Mr. Hanson took a liking to him. 
Three years ago he was transferred by Mr. 
Hanson to the firm of Woolley & Co., where 
he was made assistant bookkeeper. Subse- 
quently he was advanced to the position of * 
city bookkeeper and cashier. On Feb. 14, 
1901, he married Miss Bertha Mary Routson, 
and fitted out apartments in the Loraine 
building, . Thirty-sixth . street and Eulis 
avenue, 
Says He. Stole to Keep Family. 

“1 did not owe a cent to any person when 
I was married,’ said Colomb yesterday. 
“After my wedding expenses were paid I 
had $1. I found it impossible to live on my 
salary, and took a small sum to meet cur- 
rent expenses.” 

Other sums followed the first, express or- 
ders and cash remitted by local firms to bal- 
ance their accounts being taken. _Colomb 
tried to recoup his fortunes by betting on the 
races, At the store he was looked on as a 
rising young business man, having informed 
his associates that he had inherited several 
thousand dollars. At his home he acknowl- 
edged to his wife and her relatives that he 
was betting on the races, ard frequently ex- 
hibited large sums of money which he said 
he had won. His largest winning at one, 
time was $700. When he made a winning he 
replaced as much money as possible, he said, 
squaring all the accounts he could: On 
derby day, 1901, he said he had his account 
about balanced, only lacking 347. 


Flees with Wife and Baby. 

His ‘employers’ suspicions were not aroused 
until g. 26, when Colomb had an argu- 
ment with the head bookkeeper regarding 
an account in which there was an error of 
75 cents in the credit. He said he would 
step around to the headquarters of the firm 
owing the account and see where the dis- 
crepancy had occurred. This was the last 
seen of him. He went to his home, toid his 
wife he was in troubie, andit was necessary 
for him to leave town. Subsequently he 
said he told her he was short in his accounts. 

The couple left with their baby that night 
for. Detroit, Colomb taking with him about 
$300. From Detroit they crossed into Can- 
ada, stopping at Windsor and Ottawa.

DOOLITTLE SAYS HOUGH IS 
WRONG ABOUT LIFE ON MARS. 


Philadelphia Astronomer Takes Issue 
with Northwestern Obsetver Regard- 
dng Existence of Races on Planets. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
“When Prof. Hough says that Mars, Mer- 
cury, and Venus are inhabited, he probably 
believes .that he would like to believe they 
are.” Prof. Doolittle, the University of 
Pennsylvania astronomer, said this when 
shown a dispatch from Chicago in which 
the venerable astronomer of Northwestern 
university, ing W. Hough, announced 
that there are human animals, millions of 
them, on these three and many other planets. 

“No one knows,” added- Prof. Doolittle, 
“what the conditions on the’ other planets 
are. We can only guess at them, and that 
is what my friend, Prof. Hough, has done. 

“My personal opinion is that there is no 
human race on any of the planets: If any 
life exists ‘there it must be of a lower order. 
It seems impossible that any life can exist 
on Mars or Mercury. They are like the 
moon, a solid frozen body, where water and 
air do not exist. How,. then, could any but 
the lowest order of animals exist. : 

“Everything on the earth now favors an 
animal .life, but it probably will not be so 
a. million, years hence. Then the earth will 
have progressed to the stage in which Mars, 
Mercury, and the moon are now, and this 
will be nothing but-a cold, frozen mass of 
metal without air or water. Life will have 
disappeared. 

to Prof. Hough’s theory that-red 
vegetation on .Mars gives it a darker tinge 
than the other planets, it is possible but 
hardly plausmle. Mars changes its color 
slightly with the. seasons, and this may be 
caused by t red leaves falling and the 
red grass hering with the approach of 
winter, and \yice versa, and it may not. My 
opinion is at the red tinge on Mars is 
given to it by the reflection of the sun’s rays 
on arid stretches of desert.’’

SWIFT TO MEET 

STRIKERS TODAY. 
Chairman Job Arranges Con- 
ference Which May End © 
Teamsters’ Dispute. 


CARAVANS ARE STOPPED. 


Meat Is Shipped to City by Train 
-- Despite Efforts of Union 


Few meat wagons were moved by Swift & 
Co. yesterday, for the strike of the drivers 
tiled. up the company’s Union stockyards 
plant and distributing stations. After twelve 
hours of inactivity, during which retailers 
waited in vain for meat, the firm proposed. 
a conference with the strikers today. 

The men did not agree to attend the con- 
ference until after a meeting in’Corcoran’s 
hall, Princeton avenue and Forty-seventh 
street, last night. After considerable argu- 
ment it was decided to send a committee 
to confer with the company. Few of the 
strikers, however, think the trouble will be 
adjusted. 

Scenes such as marked the early days of 
the general strike last June were repeated 
about the yards during the day. Pickets 
were at all the entrances to the Swift plants. 
Policemen were on guard and teams under 
their protection were driven by clerks. Both 
parties were arranging for a bitter struggle 
and continued their preparations even after 
the conference had been called. 

Much hinges on the result of the meeting. 
The teamsters working for the other pack- 
ing houses are ready to go out at amoment’s 
notice. The men believe that unless Swift 
& Co. give in they will be forced out of work 
gradually. If the Swifts grant the union's 
demands the other packers are expected to 
do likewise. 


Meat Sent Out by Train. 
That the strike became effective as soon 
as it was called is admitted. The caravans

The union lead 
ers have declared their determination to se 
cure the increase, even though the greatest 
labor battle the railroad world has knows 
since the Debs strike in 1894 result. 


Combined Unions Number 70,000, 


The combined membership in the two or 
ganizations is 70,000 men. Of these 50,000 
belong to the trainmen’s organization and 
20,000 are conductors. The men declare that 
their work has grown steadily heavier in 
the last four or five years, and they are now 
giving a greater amount of service for the 
Same reward than arnY¥where else in the 
country. This has been brought about by 
the increase in the size of the trains, made 
possible by the building of immense loco- 
motives, and the improved cond‘tion of the 
roadbeds through the elimination of bad 
grades and the reduction of curves. Bach 
train now contains more than twice as many 
cars as formerly, the men contend, and the 
cars have grown in size as well. 

With the advent of hard times in the west. 
ern country some years ago amd the faliing 
off in freight business, the wages of the 


dawn did not go out, but the various rall- 


trainmen were cut materially. During ti 


roads made arrangements at once to handle 
the meat by train, and by noon the regular 
team shipments were on their way to the 
distributing stations over the Chicago Termi- 
nal tracks. Orders not filled in that way 
were given to other firms. 

In the offices of the Swift plant clerks 
donned jumpers and took the reins of the 
carts and yard wagons. When they went 
out’ for their first trips they were greeted 
with jeers and yells from the striking pick- 
ets. Some were stopped and threatened. 
Others were induced to leave their work. 
When ‘news of this réached the office of the 
firm the police were notified and the pickets 
were ordered from the yards. 

They marcifed down Exchange avenue in 
a body to Halsted street, where they waited, 
hoping the firm would send out teams and 
try to reach its local customers. This was 
not done, and by noon most of the strikerg 
had gone home. At 1 o'clock rumors were 
heard that the firm intended to send out forty 
wagons, and the strikers made arrange- 
ments to give them a hot welcome. The 
wagons, however, did not appear. 


Distributing Houses Watched. 

-While'the center of interest véas the situ- 
ation at the yards, the strikers about the 
disributing stations were on guard, and for 
a time threatened trouble. The butchers who 
went to the stations for their supplies were 
allowed to take them without: more than a 
protest, but no wagons of the firm were per- 
mitted to leave the barns. When the trains 
on the various railroads drew up at the dis- 
tributing stations the strikers tried to pre- 
vent the meat from being delivered and hung 
up in the cooling rooms. Last night they de- 
clared there were twenty-one carloads still 
on the side tracks. 

Downtown the firms dependent on Swift & 
Co. were unable to get any of their contract- 
ed meat. The following admitted this when 
seen in the afternoon: Magner, Winslow & 
Co., 310 South Clark street; Irwin Bros., 336 
South Clark street; Chicago Meat compamy, 
86 Jackson boulevard; Frank White, 155 
Fifth avenue. These firms will be able to get 
a supply from other packing houses. 


Job Arranges a Conference. . 


When news of the strike reached Chair- 
man Frederick W. Job of the state board 
of arbitration, he went to the yards. He 
found that Supt. Charles O. Young of the 
Swift company was out of town, and that 
Edward Swift had just arrived from Geneva 
Lake, Wis. The two went into conference 
and Chairman Job was given the com- 
pany’s side of the trouble. 

“I told Mr, Swift that I desired to get 
the firm and the men together,” said Mr. 
Jop later. “He seemed willing, and when 
I asked if he would attend a meeting he 
said he would, but that he desired it to be 
held during the afternoon. 

do not. see why they should not get to- 
gether and settle this matter,’ said Mr. Job. 
“It is merely a question of facts. There is 
no wage or hour schedule concerned. The 
firm is ready to do business with the men 
and they should take the same stand. If an 
agreement is not reached the situation will 
become dangerous."’ 


Other Plants Watched Closely. 

Chairman Job was asked concerning the 
connection of Libby, McNeill & Libby and 
the Anglo-American company with Swift & 
Co. Before answering Chairman Job asked 
the reason for the question. He was told 
that the teamsters of the two firms had come | 
and begged to be allowed to strike and were 
ordered back to work. On hearing this Chair-- 
man Job refused to talk about that feature 
of the case. ‘ 

Watch is being kept on the two plants 
and if any wagons from these firms are seen 
delivering meat to a regular Swift customer 
all their teamsters will be called out. The 
same orders concerning the other packers 
have been issued, but Business Agent Golden 
doubts if he will be able to find a case to 
warrant the issuance of such a call. 

Were a general strike to be ordered the 
stockyards men would be aided by the ice 
and coal teamsters. Union men near the 
yards offered to keep watch last night and 
prevent Swift & Co. from moving any teams 
early this mcrning. This Chairman Job told 
them was unnecessary,” as he had a promise 
from Edward Swift that such a course would 


not be taken. 


LABOR HAS A ‘PEACE DAY’ 


THREE STRIKES SETTLED—CON- 
CILIATORY CONFERENCE HELD. 


Kxcavating Teamsters Are Granted 
Their Demands and Will Go Back 
to Work Today—Mandel Bros.’ Driv- 
ers Are Satisfied—National Biscuit 
Wagon Men Threaten Trouble, but 
Meeting Will Be Held Today—Trou- 
ble on Intercepting Sewer Spreads. 


Yesterday was “reconciljation day” among 
the labor unions. 

Three strikes were settled. during the aft- 
ernoon and arrangements made for a con- 
ference this. afternoon which it is thought 
will end a fourth. 7 

The troubles of the excavating teamsters 
came to an end at 8 o'clock last evening, 
after a conference with the employers which 
lasted five hours. The settlement, of the 
strike, which tied up the work on the tele- 
phone tunnel, the city sewers, and ail base- 
ments, was due in a large measure to the 
efforts of E. Murphy, business agent of the 
union. The men, according to the new scale, 
are to get $2 for a ten hour day and time 
and a half for overtime. The men return to 
work this morning. 


Two Peace Conferences Held. 


The threatened strike of the drivers work- 
ing for Mande} Bros. was averted at a meet- 
ing between Robert Mandel and Business 
Agent Ryan, which was brought about by 
J. C. Driscol: of the Teamowners’ association. 
The trouble arose over the discharge of a 
driver for infraction of a rule and ali hands 
were satisfied when Mr. Mandel gave the 
man a letter to another store, where he*was 
given work. 

The South Chicago grain handlers returned 
to work in the morning. They had struck 
for a nine hour day, time anda half for over- 
time, recognition of their union, and employ- 
ment of union men exclusively. Their de- 
mands were granted and they will be paid 
25 cents an hour. 

When the teamsters emp:oyed by the Will- 
iam Schmidt branch of the National Biscuit 
company took their teams back to the barn 
yesterday afternoon they quit work, and it 
was understood that they would not report 
for duty today. H. F. Vories, vice president 
of the Biscuit company, at once arranged a 
meeting with some of the men and they:re- 
paired to the office of the Teamowners’ as- 
sociation, where a conference was arranged 
for 3:30 o'clock this afternoon. 


Intercepting Sewer Strike Spreads. 


The strike of the bricklayers on the Walter 
Fleming company, which was brought on by 
the fact that the concern is not a member 
of the Chicago Sewer Builders’ association, 
and was given a contract from the city for 
part of the intercepting sewer system, has 
spread to the men employed by the board of 
education and contractors doing work for 
the municipality. Five hundred men quit 
work yesterday, throwing 1,000 laborers out 
of employment. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor is out 
looking for new offices. George F. Harding, 
owner of the building at 155 Washington 
street, where the federation is now housed, 
yesterday notified the officers of the organi- 
zation that he wished them to vacate as soon 
as possible. 

The miners’ relief committee of 100 will 
hold a meeting tonight at the Sherman house. 
A conference has been arranged between 
President Mitchell of the miners and Bishop 
Fallows to take place next Wednesday in 
Philadelphia, after which the bishop will 
make a trip of investigation through the 
anthracite region.

GAS EXPLODES AP A FIRE, 


SLEEPING TENANTS AWAKENED 
AND THROWN INTO PANIC. 


Two Three Story Buildings Shaken and 
the Occupants, Dazed by Noise and 
Smoke, Have Narrow Escapes—Une 
Man Hurled from His Bed and In- 
jured—Citizens Join Police in Work 
of Rescue—Flames Start in Laundry 
and Spread Quickly. 


Fire which was attended by a series of ex- 
plosions- late last night aroused sleeping 
tenants of two three story buildings at 5822- 
£624 Wentworth avenue, and threw them into 
a panic. ‘ 

Some were so dazed when they jumped from 
their beds they probably would have been 
burned to death had they not been con- 
ducted from the structures. Others had 
narrow escapes from being overcome by 
smoke and flames. 

Cc. F. West, who was sleeping in a room in 
the rear of his laundry at 5824, was thrown 
from his bed by the force of the explosions 
and was slightly hurt. He was the only 
person injured. His wife also was aroused 
and carried their two children into the street. 


Narrow Escape for Two. 


Bert Shuman and his wife, who occupied | 


apartments on the second floor of 5822, had 
narrow escapes from injury or death. They 
had just left their rooms when the fire broke 
through the walls, and the plaster of their 
bedroom, which had been shattered by the 
explosions, fell with a crash, covering the 
bed where they had been sleeping. 

The explosions are supposed to have been 
caused by escaping gas from fixtures that 
had been damaged by the heat of the fire. 
They were so violent that the two bulldings 
were shaken. 

The blaze originated in the drying room 
of West's laundry at 11 o'clock, and it is 
thought it was caused by an overheated 
stove. When the first fire engines arrived 
the flames were burning so flercely a second 
alarm for engines was turnedin. With the 
additional apparatus the fire was soon under 
control. 


The building at 5824 was destgoyed, the 
loss being estimated at $7,000, e adjoin- 


ing structure was also valued at $7,000 and 
was damaged £2,000. 


Tenants Who Suffer Losses. 


The occupants of the destroyed structure 
and the losses incurred were:

TRANSPORT SHERMAN AGAIN 
IN QUARANTINE. 


Vessel Held at Nagasaki on Account of 

New Outbreaks of Disease—Banished 
Spanish Editor Who Returned to 
City Sentenced to Pay Fine and 
Serve Six Months at Hard Labor— 
Chinese Labor Opposed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDP.] 

MANILA, Sept. 11.—The transport Sher- 
man, which was quarantined for ten days at 
Manila owing to the death of the mother of 
Lieut. Carey, has arrived at Nagasaki with 
four cases of cholera on board. There were 
three' deaths during the voyage from Manila 
and the transport has again been quaran- 
tined. The quartermaster is unable to give 
the names of those who died, but it is sup- 
posed that they were returning soldiers. . 

Sefior Valdez,.the editor of .the Spanish 
paper Miau, who was found guilty last May 
of libeling Dr. Pardo de Tavera and Sefior 
Legardo, Filipino members of the United 
States commission, and who was fined and 
banished, returned -to the city in July and 
repeated the libel. He was again arrested 
and today was found guilty and sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment at hard labor 
and to pay a fine of 2,000 pesetas. 

The transport Logan. entered quarantine 
today. It is sailing for home with Brig. Gen. 
Grant and two squadrons of the Ninth cav- 


alry.

Gets Facts on Moro Situation. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—Manila pa- 
pers received at the war department today 
contain reports from Mindanao regarding the 
Moro problem, showing what the various sul- 
tans and dattos are doing, together with 
correspondence that has passed between 
army officers commanding in that island and 
the different chiefs. 

It appears that the Moro chiefs were in- 
formed by Filipinos from Luzon that Rus- 
sia and Spain were at war with the United 
States: One of the sultans, when asked why 
United States‘authorities, said that the 
sultan of Stamboul, and they had been in- 
formed that there was enmity between the 
suitan of Stambou!l and the United States 
government. Capt. Pershing, in command of 
the cavalry, told him that this was entirely 
a mistake. 

There had been considerable friendly cor- 
respondence with the sultan of Bacolod, but 
finally an unfriendly letter was received from 
him warlike in tone. This, it proved, was a 
forgery, perpetrated by two of the dattos 
anxious for war.

BF ah on several occasions, more particularly 
nce his untimely death from typhoid fever, 
on the eve of his marriage, his name has been 
used in an unpleasant manner by persons 
either seeking notoriety or else expecting to 
extort money from the royal lad’s parents, 
who still bitterly mourn his loss, and who 
may, therefore, be supposed to be willing 
to go any lengths to protect his fair name. 


Woman’s Claim False. 


That is why some years ago a young noble- 
man who was the object of much obloquy on 
account of his desertion of a girl, who had 
in consequence thereof committed suicide 
in a rather dramatic manner, endeavored to 
save himself by hinting that he was assum- 
ing the blame in order to save the late duké of 
Clarence, and the woman who is mentioned 
in the cable dispatches of today as hhving 


having saved the name of his brother, the 
jJate duke of Clarence, has, like the others, 
no ground for her allegation and no other 
object in view than the hope of being fur- 
hished with money to leave the country. . 


Recalls an Old Scandal. _ 


There is one matter in connection with 
the late duke of Clarence which Is a delicate 
matter to mention, and yet which should be 
clearly explained here in view of the gossip 
that has already been evoked by the cabled 
dispatches just received. 

It may be remembered that King E1- 
ward's trusted equerry and master of the 
horse, Lord Arthur Somerset, became in- 
volved some ten years ago in a painful scan- 
dal through visiting a house of questionable 
repute in Cleveland street. Learning in 
geome way or another that the house was 
being watched by the police and that he him- 
self was under surveillance as a _ visitor, 
he conceived the design of inducing his 
master’s eldest son to visit the house fn the 
hoper that the police, seeing their future 
king crossing its threshold, would be afrai@ 
to take any further steps in the matter and 
would drop any proceedings that were con- 
templated. 

Accordingly he took advantage of the 
duke’s fondness for buhi furniture, and 
under the pretext of showing him a mag- 
nificent and priceless cabinet persuaded him 
toaccompany him to the house. The duke 
saw the cabinet, which in no way answered 
his expectations, and quitted the house 
without having remained there more than 
five minutes altogether. 


Edward’s Wrath Is Aroused. 


The following day he happened to mention 
the matter to his father, who, having already 
heard some inkling of the scandal, but igno- 
rant of the connection of Lord Arthur Som- 
erset therewith, at once communicated with 
the police. As soon as he realized what Lord 
Arthur had done he insisted on the matter 
being taken up by the authorities without 
any consideration for the rank or position of 
the offenders, and it was only by Lord 
Arthur realizing from the black looks which 
he received at Mariborough house that hits 
game had been discovered, and fleeing to 
France, that he escaped the criminal pro- 
ceedings by which his confederates were 
overtaken.

NEW FIGHT ON GUARDIAN TRUST 


Gates Faction Opposes Discharge of Re- 
ceivers as Asked by Stilwell 
Element. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 11.—When the ap-

In opening, the Indiana sena- 
tor said that in addition to paying off the 
enormous debts accumulated during the war 
with Spain, the republican administration 
had abolished the war tax, reduced the na- 
tional debt $10,000,000, and laid up the 
greatest store of gold the treasury ever con- 
tained.

“First, the watering of stocks, which de- 
frauded the innocent purchasers of those se- 
curities; but, while only a few of our eighty 
millions are injured in this way, that evil 
must nevertheless be remedied, and its only 
remedy is publicity. 
‘* The other evils of trusts are the unjust 
raising of prices and the unjust lowering 
of wages. The administration is determined 
that the folly and the crime of unjust prices 
ehall be made impossible. The only method 
to prevent these wrongs is the gradual de- 
velopment of national control of corpora- 
tions doing business throughout the nation.”’ 

Senator Beveridge then went into a care- 
ful. discussion of how best to go about se- 
curing an ever widening field for American 
goods. Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines, 
and the orient, he held, must supply new 
markets, while those of the old world are 
extended. 
On anti-imperialism Mr. Beveridge said 
the question was answering itself, and the 
work of pacifying the islands was going 
along satisfactorily. In conclusion the sen- 
ator said it had been proven that no Malay 
people, unaided, had ever established gov- 
ernment. 


BOIES NOMINATED AT DUBUQUE. 


Former Iowa Governor Chosen by Third 
District Democrats to Oppose Hen- 
derson for Congress. 


Ddbuque, Ia., Sept. 11.—[Special. ]—Former 
Governor Horace Boies of Waterloo was 
chosen by acclamation by the Third district 
democratic convention, held in this city, as 
the nominee of that party to oppose Speaker 
Henderson for congress. 

A feature of the convention was the fact 
that no mention was made of a platform or 
resolutions. A conference of friends of Boles 
and supporters of the silver wing of the 
party was held this morning, and platforms 
prepared by both factions presented. No 
agreement could be reached as to the form of 
the resolutions and as a compromise it was 
decided to make no reference to resolutions 
in the convention. 

It was announced after the convention that 
Goverhor Boies will write his‘own platform 
in his acceptance of the nomination. The 
result of the convention is hailed by the old 
line democrats as a signal defeat of the sil- 
ver element in this district. 

The convention was presided over by 
Charles Miller of the Waverly Democrat. 
The attendance was a disappointment to the 
party leaders, as the announcement that 
Boies would be the nominee was expected to 
bring in full delegations, But at least a third 
of the delegates were missing. 

Boies was placed in nomination by former 
State Senator James H. Shields in a speech 
reviewing the governor’s political history and 
predicting his election to congress. Speeches 
seconding the nomination were made by O. 
J. Laylander of Waterloo and L. F. Spring- 
er of Independence. All speeches were in 
denunciation of the republican party.

NEBRASKAN FAVORS OHIOAN AS 
PRESIDENTIAL NOMINEE. 


Twice Defeated Democratic Leader In- 
dorses Cleveland Mayor—Writes an 
Editorial Praising the Circus Cam- 
paigner and Saying He Will Become 
Free Silver Advocate when He Has 
Studied the Subject More Thorough- 
ly—Knows Question Is Not Dead.

REASON FOR LONG DELAY. 


Trustees Explain That the Do- 
nor’s Fund Must Be Allowed 
to Grow Larger. 


, The residents of Pullman must wait three. 
years longer at least for the free school of, 
manual’ training endowed in the will of 


George M. Pullman because the large for- | 


tune left for the establishment of the schoo! 
has been found insufficient to carry out the 
ideas of Mr. Pullman. 

‘An educator on one end of a log and a 
student on the other no longer constitute a 
university, according to modern ideas, and 
although the trustees of the school fund left 
by Mr. Pullman have more than $1,000,000 at 
hand, they are restrained from beginning 
the establishment of the school because the 
amount is too small. 


Dream of the Car Builder. 


One of the desires of the later years of the 

sleeping car magnate’s life was the ‘esta}- 
lishing of a school in which the children of 
the men employed in his plant . ght re- 
éeive a practical education ,and with this 
idea in view he provided for the Pullman 
is plan 
was to establish the institution himself, but 
death overtook him before he accomplished 
the task. 
In the will, which was filed Oct. 28, 1897, 
Mr. Pullman set aside $200,000 for the erec- 
tion and equipment of the institution, as well 
as providing $1,000,000 for its maintenance. 
He named as a board of directors his execu- 
tors, Norman B. Ream and Robert.T.-Lin- 
eoIn, and John M. Clark, John 8S. Runnels, 
Frank O. Lowden, Clrarles E. Perkins, and 
John J. Mitchell. 


Mitchell Explains Delay. 

Why nearly five years have been allowed 
to elapse without the trust being executed 
was explained yesterday by Mr. Mitchell, 
who is treasurer, of the fund. 

“We found that with the fund at hand 
4we could not carry out the plans of Mr. Pull- 
man,’’ said Mr. Mitchell. ‘‘ We are waiting 
until the fund accumulates to the required 
amount. The residents of Pullman will in 
time get the legacy left them by the founder 
of the city. The fund is invested well, and 
is being husbanded until it is large enough 
for the purposes intended.”’ 

It is said that one of the first obstacles 
with which the board of directors had to con- 
tend was the cutting down of the fund by the 


| inheritance tax. Something between $75,000 


and $95,000 was used up in this way, making 


inroads that could not be repaired in less 


than- three years. 
Even after this loss was made up the 
trustees did not deem it advisable to begin 


operatior®& with the amount on hand, and it. 


is said that the fund will not reach the de- 


sired proportions till three years more have 


elapsed. 

Duane Doty of West Pullman, who has 
been appointed secretary of the fund, also 
is in charge of the plans and designs made 
in accordance with Mr. Pullman's ideas. 
The total amount required for the school has 
not been made public. 

Wishes of the Donor. 

In the will, which was drawn some years 
before the death of Mr. Pullman, the follow- 
ing provisions touching on the school were 
incorporated: 

‘It is my purpose to found, erect, and en- 
dow at Pullman, IIL, in my lifetime, a free 
school of manual training for the benefit of 
the children of persons living or employed 
at Pullman, and in accomplishment of the 
purpose to expend at least $200,000 for lands 
and buildings and apparatus, and to provide. 
a fund of $1,000,000 for the maintenance, 
management, and endowment of said 
school.” 

Later in its text the will provides: é 

“If at the time of my death I shall not 
have founded such a school, I hereby give 
and bequeath out of the remainder of my 


estate the sum of $1,200,000 for the founding, 


erection, maintenance, management, and 
endowment of the Pullman Free Schoo! of 
Manual Training, Pullman, Ill., and I direct 
that my executors shall, as soon as practica- 
ble, cause a corporation to be formed, either 
through act of the legislature of the state 
of Illinois or under thedaws of the state, for 
the purpose of receiving such bequest and 
accomplishing the objects thereof.” 

The will thereupon names the members of 
those Mr. Pullman wished to. make up the 
first board of directors or trustees of the 
institution.

BRITISH VICE CONSUL AT 
BOSTON IN INSANE ASYLUM. 


W. H. Stuart, Who Married Wealthy 
American Girl, Locked Up After 
Queer Financial Methods. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 11.—W. H. Stuart, 
British vice consul here, has been placed in 
the McLean insane asylum at Waverly by 
his family, who have for some time been 
convinced that, because of his peculiar finan- 
cial methods, he has not been responsible 
for his‘ acts. 

A number of notes, aggregating $100,000, 
are held by various persons. The notes bear 
the indorsement of Mrs. Stuart, who is the 
daughter. of Arioch. Wentworth, a Boston 
millionaire. The indorsements are alleged 
to have been forged. It is also understood 
that Mr. Stuart, in his dccounts at the con- 
sulate, was short $15,000, but that his father- 
in-law made good the deficiency.

EMPLOYES OF INSANE HOSPITAL 
HELP KANKAKEE FAIR. 


Asylum Band Furnishes Music—Officers 
_and Attendants Work in Various 
Capacities Despite the Fact. That 
They Are Paid by the State—Gov. 
Yates Addresses the Crowds, but 
Makes No Allusion to the 5 per Cent 
Fand. 


Kankakee, Ill., Sept. 11.—[Special.]—Om- 
cers, attendants, and inmates of,the Kan- 
kakee Hospital for the Insane have been 
drawn on this week.to help out Len Small’s 
district fair. In. addition to the hospital 
band about fifteen of the employés of the 
{institution have been working in numerous 
capacities at the show, despite the fact 
that they are paid by the state to fulfill 
their duties at the asylum. 

Len Small appears not only to have im- 
pressed state employés into service at his 
county fair but itis said he has made use. 
of property of the state where use could be 
found for it. In front of the grand stand 
are about four dozen park benches that 
came from the hospitals. 

In explanation of ie presence of the state 
band it is said that the fair receives no 
other compensation for allowing several 
hundred insane patients to witness the show. 

It is asserted that Mr. Smal! distributes 
passes with a liberal hand in the fnterest 
of the Yates machine and that many of 
those who were thus favored or. who re- 
ceived patronage from the annual fair in 
the past have been ignored this year be- 
cause they have declared themselves for the 
independent county ticket recently nominat- 
ed by petition in opposition to the regular 
republican. 

Gov. Yates, accompanied by Col. J. H. 
Strawn and Richard Oglesby. visited the 
fair today. He spoke for fifteen minutes 
this afternoon to an audience of 15,000 peo- 
ple. Mr. Yates’ remarks were general in 
character. He did not touch on state pol- 
itics, the Kankakee hospital, or the 5 per 
cent slush fund. He said Illinois was a 
great state in peace and in war and he 
hoped the people would develop its patriotism 
and commercial resources. 


RECORD BREAKING CROWD 
_ AT THE NEGRO EXPOSITION. 


Gov. Yates Compliments Management, 
but Gen. Burt Roused Enthusiasm 
Telling of Colored Soldiers’ Valor. 


Last night was a record breaker at the 
middle states and Mississippi valley exposi- 
tion in the First regiment armory. Nearly 
4,000 persons attended to see the Eight regi- 
ment, Illinois national guard, give an exhi- 
bition drill. 

Gov. Yates made a short speech in which 
he congratulated the promoters of the ex- 
position on the splendid showing they had 
made, and the colored race on its advance- 
ment in the last forty years. He said he was 
the only governor at the present time who 
had a complete regiment of colored soldiers. 

Brig. Gen. Andrew S. Burt, late colonel of 
the Twenty-fifth United States infantry, 
colored, was given a warm welcome when Di- 
rector General James H. Porter introduced 
him. 

*“ When my regiment had been ordered to 
the front at the commencement of the late 
war,” said Gen. Burt, “I was asked if my 
men would fight. You'll pardon me for re- 
peating what I said then, because it was 
more emphatic than polite. ‘ Why, they’d 
charge into hell and then fight their way out 
again,’ I told them.”’ 

Gen. Burt made other allusions to the fight- 
ing qualities of the colored man which 
brought him enthusiastic applause. Finally 
he reverted to the Philippines, where he last 
served with his regiment. 

“ Are there any ball players here?’’ he 
asked. 

There were cries of * Yes, yes,”’ from all 
parts of the hall. 

“Then I want to tell you we had the best 
base ball nine in the Philippines. We went. 
down to Manila and licked every mother’s 
son to be found there. Why we made them 
look like grease spots.”

SEEKS HIS LOST FAMILY 


CHICAGO MAN FEARS DEATH, 
‘THEN CHANGES MIND. 


Edward E. Harbert Tells the Police of 
St. Joseph, Mich., That His Wife May 
Have Destroyed Herself and Chil.. 
dren, but Later He Becomes Con- 
vinced That All Are Living in 

Pacblo Under Assumed Names—Rea- 
son for Flight Is Not Known., 


Edward B. Harbert of 1007 Van. Buren 
street is searching for his wife and four 
children, who: have disappeared from home.

For. some time Mr. Harbert understood 
that his wife was living on the south side, 
then he lost trace of her and began the 
search.

Harbert’s parents live, and, being un- 
successful in that direction, he returned to 
Chicago, where he found a man who said 
he had seen Mrs. Harbert, with her children, 
at the Graham & Morton docks. She bought 
tickets for St. Joseph, it was said.

When Harbert returned to Chicago he 
learned from an express company that the 
effects of a woman resembling Mrs. Harbert 
had been shipped to Pueblo, Colo., but under 
a different name. :

FIGHT ON CIGAR MERGER 


INDEPENDENT RETAILERS TO 


RESIST ALLEGED TRUST. 


Declare That American Tobacco Com- 
pany’s Consolidation of Local Dis- 
tributing Agencies Means the Flood- 
ing of the Market with Poor Goods— 
Combine Alse Charged with Out- 
bidding Tenants for Leaseholds— 
Fifty Stores Said to Be in the Deal. 


By consolidation the American Tobacco 
company yesterday merged its distributing 
agencies in Chicago and claims possession 


/of neawly fifty retail cigar stores. Independ- 


ent retailers, who declare that this consoli- 
dation means a flooding of the market with 
poor grade goods, immediately took action 
to protect themselves. 

At a meeting last night methods of meet- 
ing a competition which fs charged with 
** freezing "’ the independent dealers out of 
their leases, and with endeavoring to secure 
trade by offering “ valuable presents” for 
cigar bands, was considered. 

The worst grievance the independent mer- 
chants have against the combine is its al- 
leged’ policy of driving them from their 
leaseholds. The Hayden Cigar company, in. 
the Bay State building, is the latest to feel 
this particular effect of the fight. The com- 
pany was informed yesterday that its rent 
would be raised from $4,400 a year, and 
would not submit to the increase. The lease 
was let to the United Cigar Stores éom- 
pany, the retail branch of the alleged trust, 
for $7,200. 


Offers 30 Per Cent More Rent. 


It is charged that property owners are ap- 
proached and told that the United Cigar 
Stores company will offer 30 per cent more 
for a cigar store lease than any other bid- 
cer, The result, it is asserted, is that the 
independent dealer is finding himself hard 
pushed to retain his store. 

The purchase of the stores of Ruhstrat\& 
Curlett was announced yesterday by Attor- 
ney James J. Barbour for the United Cigar 
Stores company. ‘The connection of the 
United company with the American Tobacco 
company was disavowed. This disavowal was 
ridiculed by independent dealers, who assert- 
ed that the purchase of the Ruhstrat & Cur- 
lett stores, said to be one of the alleged trust's 
retail agencies, was only a consolidation of 
its distributing stores. |

After a delay of sev- 
eral days I called up the local office of the 
company and asked why the goods had not 
been delivered. I was informed that I had 


been cut off.”

Pass by More Expensive Brands and 
Secure 25,000 Five Cent

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ENGLISH AND AMERICAN WORKINGM EN 
Mr. John Foster Fraser of England, after 
a trip through ‘the west side of Chicago, is 
reported to have said that, although the 
American workingman works under better 
conditions and gets higher wages than the 
English workingman, still the latter “ gets 
more out of life and at the end of his work- 
ing days is in a better position to retire.” 
This may mean that the English working- 
‘man is more provident. In America our un- 
settled life does not encourage provident 
habits. It is notorious that both in food and 
in clothes the American workingman is the 
amazement of;his European rival. Marie 
Antoinette’s remark to the effect that if the 
working people were out of bread they sure- 
ly might eat cake would not be altogether 
ridiculous here. If one will compare the 
American workingman’s lunch with what 
the English workingman eats at noon the 
difference will be seen to be significant. Nor 
is it only that the American demands the 


best of everything. He is\not economical 


with that best after he has got it. Curious 
statisticians have made some interesting 
ealculations with regard to the number of 
starving Hindoos who could be fed from 
“the good food which Americans throw away. 
In India, even though there are no trusts, 


people are glad for the sake of a little addi- 


tional sustenance, to drink the water in 
which they have washed their kitchen uten- 
sils. It may be, therefore, that the Ameri- 
can workman does less than the British 
workman in the way of provis‘on against old 
age. Old age does not have so much terror 
for him. He expects his children to earn 
more than enough for their own support. 

If we leave the question’of old age, how- 
ever, and consider the actual present mate- 
rial welfare of the American workman, ‘we 
shall see no reason to fear comparison with 
the foreigner. Not everybody in Chicago 
lives in luxury. Many pedple do not live 
even in comfort. But compare Chicago 
with Jondon, as-it is seen in Mr. Booth’s 
book, or with York, as it is seen in Mr. 
Rowntree’s. In York Mr. Rowntree found 
that 27 per cent of the inhabitants were liv- 
ing below the “ poverty line ”; that is, they 
were able to spend less than $1.72 a week on 
subsistence. In London Mr. Booth arrived 
at a corresponding percentage of above 30. 
No large American city would today yield 
such results. New soil and new vigor have 
viyen us a great advantage. That advan- 
tage is not yet lost. 

In another respect, too, we continue to be 
more fortunate than the inhabitants of Eu- 
rope. We drink less. In the January Fort- 
nightly Mr. John Holt Schooling, after a 
eareful accumulation of statistics, said that 
while the drink consumption of the United 
States per ten of population was 147 gallons, 

‘that of Germany was 309, that of the united 
kingdom 332, and that of France, 337. 


“ Might we not suspect,” said Mr. School- . 


_ing, “ that these facts are reflected in com- 
parative industrial efficiency?’ Such suspi- 
‘cions are not unnatural, although, of course, 
ene has to remember that economic misfor- 
tune will breed drunkenness just as drunk- 
enness will breed economic misfortune. — 
The fact is that while no one can be so 
silly as to say that injustice and misery are 
not found in the United States, still no one 
who wishes to make the American working- 
man feel discontented with his lot will urge 
him to look back across the Atlantic. 


A MILLION YEARS AHEAD OF US. 

Prof. Hough, chief of the astronomical de- 
partment of the Northwestern university, 
brings us the latest intelligence from Mars 
snd other outlying suburbs of our planet. 
The most conspicuous characteristic of that 
intelligence is the positiveness with which 
the professor announces news from distant 


worlds with which we have no communica- 


‘fon and with which, he himself says, we 
never shall have. 

With absolute cocksureness the professor 
declares that there is no animal life, of 
course ineluding human life, on any of the 
planets except the earth, Mars, Mercury, 
and Venus. It is not exactly clear to the 
layman why he should have selected the last 
three in gL a to others, or why, for in- 
stance, he uld except Jupiter when he 
takes Venus, unless it be that he knows no 
one can dispute him, as no one knows any 
more about the matter than hedoes. Where 
an object is unattainable and it is impossi- 
ble to have any communication with it, it 
is safe to make any kind of assertion about 
it, inasmuch as one man’s say 80 is as good 
as another’s. The whole matter belonging 
purely to the realm of speculation, if not 
to that of the imagination, so far as the 
existence of any form of life is concerned 
on these faraway worlds, one man’s opinion, 
after all, is about as good as another's, and 


men who have vivid and brilliant imagina- 
tions, like Camille Flammarion or Jules 


Verne, may be as close to the reality as 
Hough or Herschel. 


But, admitting that assertions concerning 
these worlds, outside of the mathematics of 
_ astronomy, are in the nature of things specu- 
jJative, still there is a distinct possibility, if 
not probability, of truth in the statement of 
Prof. Hough that “ it would be folly to sup- 
pose that not only one but millions of solar 
systems would be created that a little planet 
like the earth might alone be inhabited.” 
This supposition may have grown out of the 
vague way in which, in the biblical narra- 


tive, it is said after the creation of the earth

that he made “ the greater light to rule the 


day and the lesser light to rule the night,” 

and “he made the stars also ”"—as if they 

were a mere glittering spectacle for our de- 

light. It does not seem possible thata Crea- 

tor, who marks the fall of every sparrow to 

the earth, would create countless worlds and 

systems of worlds merely for the sake of 

gratifying the people inhabiting one of the 
smallest of the planets; and it requires some- 
thing like audacity, if not irreverence, to as- 

sume that this earth alone maintains direct 
relations with that Creator. 

Prof. Hough is decidedly of opinion, 
though, of course, this opinion is not founded 

upon fact, not only that Mars is inhabited, 
because it is fit to be inhabited, but that its 
people are more intelligent than the people 

of this planet. If there are people there, 
then, most certainly, they should be more in- 
telligent because they have had a million, 
years /the start of us, if the calculations are 
correct. If evolution counts for anything 
the Martians should haye made much prog- 
ress ina million years. Yet itis a great con- 
solation to the inferior beings of the earth 
to reflect that there are people here and, 
after all, that there may be none in Mars. 
There is great comfort in the lack of know!l- 
edge when it comes to the question of rela- 

tive superiority. | 


BORROWING AND DEVELOPING BRAINS 
That old and dignified body, the British 
Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, now in session, appears to be in the 
dumps over the slow growth of intelligence 
and education in England, and its decided 
backwardness in various departments of 
learning and research. The president of 
the association, for instance, does not look 
upon Cecil Rhodes’ bequest as an unmixed 
blessing, since it is more or less political 
in its purpose, while, on the other hand, Mr, 
Carnegie’s gifts to the Scottish universities 
for educational purposes and to the United 
States for a great institution for purposes 
of original researches and results are con- 
sidered of much greater value to the cause 
of higher education. 


The president’s criticism was directed 


largely to the range of chemical and other 
scientific industries and was emphasized by 
reference to the tremendous advance made 
‘by Germany in “ general training and spe- 
cialized equipment which it will take us 
two generations of hard and intelligently 
directed educational work to attain.” That 
England has.falien behind other countries 
‘in the supply of well trained and equipped 
artisans is a sufficient explanation for its 
falling behind in industrial products. 

It is not alone Germany which in the last 
few years has_made such great industrial 
advances,-fS was demonstrated conspicu- 
ously at the Columbian exposition by a 
comparison of German and English exhibits. 
The United States also has come into the 
front rank. It has invaded and occupied 


eontinent. It is reaching out in all direc- 
tions. Intellectually and esthetically it is 
taking away from England its Tare books 
and even whole libraries, as well as its 
choicest art products, while industrially 
England is becoming almést dependent 
upon this country. The gifts and bequests 
made for the cause of education in this 
country are on a scale that bewilders Eng- 
lishmen, not counting even the great gifts 
‘of such men as Morgan, Schwab, Rocke- 
feller, and Carnegie. The entire aggrega- 
tion of gifts for education in England dur- 
ing the last year is insignificant as com- 
pared with the contributions of Mr. Car- 
negie alone for various educational purposes 
in the United States. . It is surprising that 
the British association, which, . like the 
British National academy, is an antiquated, 
conservative institution, well nigh imbedded 
in routine, has had clear enough vision to 
recognize the retrograde movement of which 
its president complains. It is evident the 
English do not clearly comprehend the mean- 
ing of the word “ hustle.” | : 
The United States is borrowing and buy- 
ing brains; it is in the market for them at 
the highest prices. It is stealing professors 
from. German universities. It is offering 
the highest inducements to scientific men 
and inventors to take up their residence in 
the great new republic. Far above and be- 
yond this is the effort to develop brains in 
our own soil and to encourage original re- 
search. Our technical schools are not sur- 
passed anywhere in the world. The Colum- 
bia School of Mines, for example, is with- 
out a peer. The new Carnegie Schoo] for 
Original Research is almost unique, and 
with its ample endowment, little of which 
is to be sunk in brick and mortar, it will 
be strange if it does not produce results 
gratifying to all who are interested in the 
higher ititellectual development of the human 
race.. 


WATCH THE WEST PARK BOARD. 

On the 23d of last July Tue Trisune 
gave its readers this advice: Watch the west 
park board. Today the conditions of the 
23d of July are still in existence. What 
was good advice then is good advice now. 
What needed watching then needs watch- 
ing now. Tue Trisvune ventures, there- 
fore, to repeat itself. Watch the west park 
board. 

When the special park commission made 
its report to the west park board people 
supposed that the sites of the new small 
parks and playgrounds were no longer opcn 
to question. The commission was a good 
commission. It had members like Ald. 
Hermann, Ald. Jackson, Ald. Alling, Prof. 
Charlies Zueblin, Prof. Graham ‘Taylor, 
George E. Adams, Charles L. Hutchinson, 
and Bryan Lathrop. Under the direction 
of its secretary, Mr. A. W. O’ Neill, it made 
the first thorough study of the distribu- 
tion of population in the crowded districts 
of Chicago. When that study .was com- 
pleted the members of the special park 
commission knew where small parks and 
playgrounds ought to be placed. They were 
the only body of people in Chicago who did 
know. They were the only body of people 
in Chicago who had the facts., Further, 
they were not a spontaneous, self-appointed 
coterie of meddling reformers. Their duties 
were imposed upon them by the city council. 
They had been instructed by the city of 
Chicago to determine just where the small 
parks and playgrounds were needed. They 
followed their instructions. They handed in 
to the west park board a report on west side 
conditions from which for the first time 
in its history the board could have given 
those conditions intelligent treatment. 

Naturally, the commission said that certain 
parks and playgrounds ought to be located 
in the districts along the west bank of the 
river. That is where the people are. Bven 
the.most superficial observer of the west 
side has had this fact thrust upon his notice. 
The residents of the river sections of the 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Bighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, and Ninth wards are numerous. They 
are excessively numerous. They are not 
excessively rich. What does the west park 
board propese to do? Will it give these 
people the parks and playgrounds which 
everybody knows they ought to have and 
which the special park commission, with all 
its weight of information and authority, has 


specifically said they ought to have? Not

if present indications mean anything. Tire 
west park board intends—this seems in- 
credible, but anybody who will take the 
trouble can verify it in an hour—the west 
park board intends, if possible, to shift the 
location of the small parks and playgrounds 
from the sites recommended by the special 
park commission to other sites farther west 
and farther away from the scene of the real 
need. 

Why? If the parks are for the benefit of 
the people, why should they be taken from 
districts where the people are to districts 
where the people are not? This is a per- 
tinent question. It seems also to be an em- 
barrassing one. No member of the west 
park board gives it an answer. The fact is 
that the change of sites depends upon no 
argument which looks pretty in print. If 
the park board overrides the park commis- 
sion. the reason will have no connection with 
the interests’ of the people. Is this a dis- 
agreeable idea? Perhaps it is. It is not 
half so disagreeable, though, as the condi- 
fions which the execution of the west park 
board’s purposes will continue in our river 
wards. The wards farther west have air. 
The river wards haven't. The wards far- 
ther west have light. The river wards 
haven't. The wards farther west have 
space, freedom, freshness, and health. The 
river wards haven’t. Where ought the 
parks and playgrounds to go? Can there be 
a difference of opinion, a real difference of 
real opinion? 


The mayor is credited with 
saying: ‘‘ Pull up the blinds 
and let the people see how 
their business is being con- 
ducted. Let the searchlight of publicity 
shine on the books of the county treasurer, 
the drainage board, and the park boards.” 
That is all right. The county treasury, 
drainage, and park blinds ought always to 
be up so that. the people may see what is 
going on behind them, it being the people’s 
right to know. If business is conducted 
properly those behind the blinds will offer 
no objection to a public view. But why 
not put up all the other blinds? Why not 
put up the city as well as the county blinds, 
and the public works, and the police, and all 
other department blinds as well as the drain- 
age and park blinds? All the blinds should 
be put up so. that the people can see how 
their business is done, who are working and

ALL flesh is grass, and particularly the 
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ORD MONK-BRETTON, who has just 
arrived in this country for the purpose 
of becoming acquainted with the Unit- 
ed States and it#people, is unmarried, 
rich, rejoices in the not altogether 

patrician patronymif of Dodson, and may be 
said to owe his title and his seat in the house 
of lords to the fact that his father used to 
talk theology to Mr. Gladstone. As the late 
Mr. Dodson always implicitly agreed with 
the grand old man, and permitted the latter 
to do nearly all the talking, Gladstone nat- 
urally came to have a high opinion of his 
judgment and of his learning, and not only 
got him into the house of commons, but like- 
wise Insisted on giving him one fat office after 
the other. Indeed, he actually got him into 
the cabinet as chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaster, that is to say, one of the minor 
places. On one occasion when he did not 
support Mr. Gladstone's views against the 
remainder of his colleagues quite as strongly 
as he ought to have done, John Bright re- 
buked him with the following words: 

** Dodson, you were put into this cabinet 
solely for the purpose of supporting Mr. 
Gladstone, and you don’t even do that.” 
Eventualiy Mr. Gladstone’s colleagues came 
to the opinion that they preferred to dis- 
pense with Dodson. So he was quietly shunt- 
ed into the house of lords, where he may 
said to have disappeared from view, being 
heard of no more until his death, when his 
obituaries recalled to mind that Lord Monk- 
Bretton and Dodson were one and the same 
person. 


His son, the present peer, isa man of about 
33, and has served for a time as private sec-. 


retary to Joseph Chamberlain, the secretary 
of state for the colonies. - He was educated 
at Eton and at New. College, Oxford, has es- 
tates in Sussex extending over some 4,000 
acres, and a pretty country seat known as 
@onyboro, near Lewes. He is a mem- 
ber of the smart Bachelors’ club and the ul- 
tra-exclusive Travelers in London, and, ac- 
cording to “ Bufke,’’. is descended from the 
Rev. Jeremiah Dodson, who preached the 
gospel as vicar of Wye in the reign of King 
Charles II. His family motto is.** Benigno 
Numina Enisus,’’ which may be translated 
“under a propitious deity I have ascended.”’ 
This motto is not an ancient one. It was 
chosen by the late Lord Monk-Bretton when 
with the object of getting him ‘out of the 
cabinet he ‘‘ ascended ”’ tothe house of lords, 

‘Lord Curzon has abandoned. his intention 
of resigning the viceroyalty of India, and 
will remain on till the end of his term, re- 
ceiving on the occasion of. th® coronation 
durbar at Delhi in January next, an earl- 
dom. Moreover, Lord George Hamilton is 
to quit the Indla office in London, as well as 
the cabinet, and some one more friendly to 
Lord Curzon is likely to.be appointed as 
secretary of state for India in his stead. 

There has been.a good deal of friction be- 
tween Lord George and Lord Curzon in the 
past, owing to Lord George's attempt fo 
govern India from London, and Lord Cur- 
zon’s refusal .to.submit to what he consid- 
ered unwarrantable dictation from there 
and interference with his prerogatives as 
viceroy. The climax was reached when 
Lord George announced in parliament the 
other day that the expenses of entertaining 
the Indian princes in London at the mag- 
nificent féte given in their honor in connec- 
tion with the coronation at the India office 
would have to be paid by the Indian tax- 
payers, that is, by themselves. 

Lord Curzon was not the only one who was 
rendered indignant by this announcement; 
the entire English press was up fn arms, and 
a couple of weeks later Lord George Hamil- 
ton was obliged to announce that the English. 
treasury had decided to pay for the enter- 
tainment in question. Its cost amounted to 
about $30,000, a mere pittance when it is 
borne in mind that each of the Indiah princes 
brought magnificent presents both to the 
king and queen .in connection with their 
coronation, the maharajah of Jeypore alone 
having presented the king with a saber en- 
crusted with $100,000 worth of jewels, and 
having, likewise, sent a check for the same 
amount, $100,000, to fhe Metropolitan hos- 
pital fund, which may be described as the 
pet charity of King Edward, and as the one 
in which he and the queen are more particu- 
larly interested. 

It will be interesting to know’ whether 
Lord Curzon, on his promotion to an earldom, 
will become an earl of the united kingdom 
and as such entitled to a seat in the house 
of lords and barred from the house of com- 


ing an Irish earldom. In the latter event 
he would retain his right, which he still en- 
joys as an Irish baron, of sitting in the 
house of commons on his return from India. 


For, whereas English peers, Scotch peefs, 


and likewise peers of the united kingdom are 
barred by statute from sitting in the house 
of commons and from taking part in any 
parliamentary election, Irish peers are sub- 
ject to no such restrictions. Indeed, they 
are at liberty to participate in parliamentary 
elections, and to represent English, Irish, or 
Scotch constituencies in the house of com- 
mons, providing they have not been elected 
by their fellow peers of Ireland to the posi- 
tion of a representative peer of Ireland in 
the house of fords, a position which is held 
for life. - 

Viscount Valentia, for instance, controller 
of the royal household, is an Irish peer who 
represents Oxford in the house of commons 
and a still more noticeable instance was 
the late Viscount Palmerston, an Irish peer, 
who remained until the end of his life a mem- 
ber of the house of commons, being the last 
case on record of a member of the lower 
house being decorated with the order of the 
garter. 

Let me add thatin the event of Lord Curzon 
becoming an earl, his two little girls will be- 
come the Ladies Mary and Cynthia Curzon. 


Count A. Benckendorf, who hds just been 
promoted from the post of minister of Rus- 
sia at Copenhagen to be the czar’s ambassa- 
dor in London, is an old friend of Queen 
Alexandra, and of all the Danish royal fam- 
ily. Moreover he is persona gratissima to 
King Edward by reason of the fact that his 
only sister, married to Prince Hermann 
Hatzfeldt, duke of Trachenberg, was the 
most devoted friend and grand mistress of 
the robes of the late Empress Frederick of 
Germany. Indeed, it would have been im- 
possible for the czar to have made a more 
fortunate choice than Count Benckendorf 
as successor to old Baron de Staal, who 
has been Muscovite ambassador in London 
for over a quarter of a century. 

Count Benckendorf is a tall, thin man, 
reserved in manner, but popular for 
all that, and rich. His wife, a charming 
and clever woman, is by birth a Countess 
Shouvaloff, and his elder brother is grand 
marshal of the court to the czar, and par- 
ticularly high in the latter’s good graces. 


There has been so much discussion of late 
in the French and in the English papers as 
to whether the late George Brown, who lived 
and died at Nantes, in France, was really 
the son of the royal French duke of Berry 
or not, and the half brother, therefore, of 
that Comte de Chamboard who reigned for 
a few hours as King Henry V. of France, 
that I may mention that the latter has still 
at this late day living a half-brother of the 
name of Comte de la Roche, who makes his 
home at Gratz in Austria, who is a retired 
officer of the Austrian army, and who is a 
son of the duke of Berry and Mlle.

The author has an enthusiasm for his 
subject, as well he may have, and being 
thoroughly equipped for his task of dealing 
with the history of events which were the 
foundation stones of Christian civilization, 
he has brought energy, acumen, and good 
will to his task. It is hardly too much to 
say that there is not a superfluous word in 
the book—a book made, In the English edi- 
tion, into two volumes, and printed upon 
heavy paper. It is probable that the Italian 
edition does not suffer from being put out 
in so unattractive a form.

THE MISS M’GRATH HEARING. 


Management Committee of the Board 

ef Education Prepares to Take Up 

- the Case of the Teacher Who Says 

She Was Dismissed from Service 

Without Cause After Nineteen Years 

as an Instructor—Labor’s Protest 
Goes Over. 


A subcommittee of five members, of which 
Superintendent Cooley will be a member 
ex-officio, was appointed by Chairman Har- 
ris of the school management committee 
of the board of education yesterday to con- 
duct the trial of Miss C. McGrath, the teacher 
who says she was dismissed from the serv- 
ice without cause after having served for 
nineteen years. 

All of the members of the board will be 
asked to attend the inquiry, pursuant to the 
request of Miss McGrath. The hearing was 
ordered at the last session of the board. 

If the civil service is to be operative in 
the schools, many members of the board 
hold that teachers should be dismissed for 
inefficiency without consideration of length 
of service. This makes the McGrath case 
practically a test of the effectiveness of the 
civil service. 

The sessions of the trial committee will 
be open to the public. The trial committee 
will report to the school management com- 
mittee and that body will report to the 


Request for a Hearing. 


Miss McGrath's requests for a hearing 
were made in a letter addressed to Chair- 
man Harris of the committee. They are: 

Charges shall be reduced to writing, with all rea- 
sonable detail, and particularly as to facts, acts, 
eccurrences, etc., in the nature-of specifications. 

’ Miss McGrath to be furnished with a copy of such 
charges and specifications a reasonable time be- 
forehand, at least six days befofe the trial. 

Aid shall be extended by the board in p 
attendance of witnesses and their protection from 
any adverse action by those in authority. 


Privilege of being represented by counsel, who ; 


shall be allowed to question witnesses. 

Access to the records of the board so far as may 
be necessary to obtain and produce information 
pertinent to the case. 

All witnesseS shall be put on their oath. 

Trial conducted before the full board. 

In referring to her last demand, Miss Mc- 
Grath says: ‘‘ While I have every confi- 
dence in the ability and desire of the commit- 
tee to do justice, yet its action in the matter 
will not be legally conclusive, but will re- 
quire the final action of the board. It is 
my desife to have the matter decided once 
for all and without delay.” 


Labor Protest Goes Over.

The committee also deferred action on the 
request of Miss Mary J. Tobias of the John 
Marshall school for. the payment of ex- 
penses resulting from illness contracted be- 
cause of imperfect heating of her school- 
room. 

Miss Helen von Holland, for ninetecn 
years.a teacher of German, appeared before 
the committee and asked that the rules be 
set aside and that she be permitted to con- 
tinue at her post, although she had failed in 
the examination in mathematics. The com- 
mittee advised Miss von Holland to attend 
the Normal school for a year and brush up 
in mathemasics. 

It was voted to grant leaves of absence 
to those teachérs compelled to return to the 
Normal as an assurance that they would not 
lose their positions. 


ASKS PARDON FOR MINISTER. 


Missouri-Illinois Conference African 
Zion Methodist Church to Ap- 
peal in Rice Case. 


Galesburg, Sept. 11.—[Special.]—Early 
next week a committee consisting of Bishop 
A. Walters, the Rev. A. Wakefield, ghe Rev. 
J. B. Guibert, and the Rev. P. W. Dunavant 
of St. Louis, the Rev. J. 8S. Caldwell of Phila- 
deliphia, the Rev. W. H. Chambers of Indian- 
apolis, and the Rev. E. J. Young of Metrop- 
olis will call on Gov. Yates and ask him to 
pardon the Rev. W. A. Rice of Duquoin, now 
serving a term in the Chester penitentiary 
for the alleged murder of his child. 

This actiow was directed at today's session 
of the Missouri-IHinois conference of the 
African Zion Methodist church, and was in- 
dorsed by Bishop Clinton. Bishop Walters 
stated that Rice, who was formerly secre- 
tary of the conference, had been given a 
year’s sentence by the jury, and when appli- 
cation for pardon was made to the state 
board of pardons that body extended the 
sentence to fourteen years. 

Bishop Walters denounced this as an out- 
rage and the conference applauded. He read 
letters from the presiding judge, foreman of 
the jury, and others, addressed to the gov- 
ernor, stating that the case is one deserving 
of clemency. Rice was sentenced in May, 
1901. His child was punished and died inthe 
night. Mrs. Rice was arrested, but on the 
stand Rice exonerated her and testified that 
he had, while correcting the child for a false- 
hood, shaken it too hard and broken its neck. -

Miss Mad- 
dox is the woman who urged at the last ses- 


sion of the legislature the passage of the bill 


which entitled women to practice law in this 
state, and she is the first woman ever ad- 
mitted to the bar in this state.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Estimated arrivals for today are: Wheat, 
255 cars; corn, 170 cars; oats, 200 cars; hogs, 
15,000. 

'. An Iowa elevator line concern reports that 
it is getting an average of only 1 car of oats 
daily at each of 811 houses. , 

“ What makes me fee! bullish on wheat,” 
said a trader, “is that the elevator people, 
who ought to be as close to the situation 
as it is possible to get, seem to be almost 
unanimously bullish and are buying the 
futures and advising their friends to do so."’ 

The government crop report suggesting a 
lowering of the indicated wheat’ yield to 
under 600,000,000 bu, together with: the small 
receipts in the northwest, suggested to a 
good many the argument the spring wheat 
yield has been overestimated and that the 
movement in the Dakotas and Minnesota is 
light because there is not so much to move. 

The backward season for thrashing and 
the disposition of farmers to hold for better 
prices still remained as added explanations 
for the light receipts, but the bulls had a 
new argument and not only talked it but ap- 
parently bought on it. 

On the August wheat report, issued from 
Washington, a winter wheat yield of 380,- 
000,000 bu was figured. If there was no 
change in the winter wheat condition the 
September report does not indicate a spring 
wheat yield of over 214,000,000 bu. 

‘According to general estimates of the 
September report of the department of agri- 
culture,” says B. Frank Howard of the Daily 
Trade Bulletin, “the wheat crop of the 
United States will be about 594,000,000 bu. 
The August report made the winter wheat 
crop 380,000,000 bu. The spring wheat crop 
is not-less than 280.000,000 to 290,000,000 bu. 
The department of agriculture is deficient in 
acreage. The wheat crop of the United 
States may be safely estimated at about 
670,000,000 bu. The government report indi- 
cates a yield of about 2,400,000,000 bu corn 
and 780,000,000 bu oats.” 

Provision stocks show a slight falling off 
for the first ten days of September. A pri- 
vate estimate places the present supply at 
$6,000 bris contract pork, 43,750 tes lard, and 
15,300,000 Ibs of short ribs. The falling off 
is in the two latter items rather than in the 
pork. While shipments of product are 
smaller, according to the records, than a year 
ago, the cash demand is almost daily reported 
as being good. 


Will the Corn Come Out? 


If the advance in corn does not bring in- 
creased offerings from the country today 
those who have been claiming the country 
has little old corn left to sell will feel en- 
couraged in their views. 

Corn prices were more susceptible to the 
indications of a cold wave coming east over 
the Rockies and to the report of snow in 
Davenport, Ia., than to the reduced crop 
yield indicated by the government. : 

The Price Current says: *‘ The corn crop 
is maintaining a fair averdge condition, but 
a portion is still immature. The autumn 
wheat seeding is belated and an unimportant 
change in acreage is indicated. The situh- 
tion is more favorable for thrashing spring 
wheat. Packing for the week, 240,000, against 
&25,000 last year.”’ 

The local movement of grain indicates a 
little accumulation. Yesterday.there were 
230,100 bu of wheat in and 135,500 bu out. 
The corn receipts were 240,000 bu, against 
shipments of 8,600 bu. Oats receipts were 
551,000 bu, while shipments were only 290,- 
800 bu. 

“A year ago,”’ said Rycroft, “ the govern- 
ment gave the condition of spring and win- 
ter wheat together at 82.8, which statisticians 
figured at 645,000,000, but at the end of the 
crop year the government told us that the 
total crop raised was 748,000,000 bu. New 
they give us the average condition of spring 
and winter wheat together this year as80. I 
think at the end of the crop year. they will 
have to tell us that the total crop is over 
700,000,000 bu.”’ 

' There is renewed talk of the “ congested 
conditions "’ especially as to the wheat and 
corn, and a good deal of speculation on the 
part of the trade as to what the Armour 
people are going to do in these deliveries 
It is generally admitted this interest con- 
trols them both, especially the corn, through 
haif the maximum holding in wheat may 
have been disposed of. Pit operations in 
the September have for some time been of 
such a confusing character the trade has 
given up trying to keep track of'it, but the 
general belief is that during the month more 
of the September wheat has been sold than 
bought. <All the conditions, however. are 
ripe for a natural squeeze, without any spe- 
cial attempt to run up the price. That will
